50-94 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by De 
Boer et al . , U.S. Patent No. 6,710,006 (hereinafter "De Boer"). 
De Boer teaches a process for oligomerizing ethylene and an 
alpha-olefin using the ligands of the present invention. See De 
Boer, col. 7, line 2 9 through col. 8, line 25.
